Washington, June 4.—The cabinet today 
unanimously decided that existing con- 
ditions do not warrant the calling of an 
extra session of congress this summer. 
Seeretary Root and Attorney General 
Knox both rendered legal ‘opinions to the 
effect that the authority to. govern the 
Philippines vested in the president by 
the Spooner amendment. was ample. 
These opinions were concurred in by all 
the members of the cabinet. The decisidn 
of the cabinet was announced after the 
cabinet meeting in the following state- 
ment issued by Secretary Cortelyou: 

‘The president has determined that ex- 
isting conditions do not require or war- 
Trrant calling congress together during the 
present summer or making:any change 
in e policy hitherto pursued and an- 
nounced in regard to the’ Philippines.’’ 


Full Civil Government. 


About the first of next month full civil 
government will be set up in the: Philip- 
pines exactly as projected by the Philip- 

| pine commission. As-soon after that date 
as the administration machinery can be 
made ready for it, the new Philippine 
tariff will be proclaimed, thus following 
out the original plan formed before the 
announcement of the decision of the su- 
preme court last week. These determi- 
nations followed careful study of the 
decisions of the court, ther results of 
which were made known at the cabinet 
meeting today.

Dr. Henson was intreduced by 
ex-Governor W. J. Northen, who referred 
to him as the first graduate of Richmond 
college. Governor Northen said that Rev. 
Dr. Meiton, who preached the commence- 
ment sermon lIast Sunday, was, lke Dr. 
Henson, a native of s‘luvana county, Vir- 
ginia, and he took pleasure in saying 
that Fluvana county had thus contribu- 
ted much to the success of commence- 
ment. Dr. Henson thanked Governor 
Northen for his complimentary introduc- 
tion and said he felt perfectly at home 
in Georgia. 

Dr. Henson selected ‘‘Backbone’”’ as the 
subject of nis address. His speech was 
replete with wit and humor and many 
wholesome truths. He said that many 
people had a mistaken idea of backbone. 
He declared that a great many people 
thought that backbone should be like a 
great bar of iron that could n8t be bent 
or broken. . The backbone which God

Mr. Jones’s resolution instructing the 
committee on suffrage to report in five 
days and to give five more days for debate

Cleveland, O., June 1.—The hundre4d-mile 
race from Cleveland to Eri¢@ today be- 


tween thé Cleveland passenger steamer’ 


City of Erie, owned by the Cleveland and 
Buffalo Transit Company, and the Tash- 
moo, Detroit’s crack passenger boat, 
owned by the White Star Company, was, 
in many respects, the most noteworthy 
race ever sailed on fresh water. 

The Erie covered the distance in four 
hours, nineteen minutes and nine seconds, 
passing the stake boat at Erie forty- 
five seconds ahead of the Tashmoo, beat- 
ing the latter by forty-five seconds 
elapsed time.

Boston, June 4.—The trial of the $150,000 
libel suit of Mrs. Josephine C. Woodbury 
against Mrs. Mary Baker G. Eddy was 
resumed today with Septimus J. Hanna, 
reader of the First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, Boston, editor of The Christian 
Science Journal and a close friend of Mrs. 
Eddy, on the witness stand. Judge Han- 
na was asked if he had in his possession 


the original of the message sent by Mrs.. 


Eddy to The Christian Science Journal 
in May, 1897. The witness testified that 
he had a copy of The Journal containing 
the message, and this was offered as evi- 
dence by counsel for Mrs. Woodbury, who 
said that Mrs. Eddy’s reference to Mrs. 
Woodbury, as a person unfriendly to 
Christian Sciefice, showed malice. The 
Journal was admitted, subject to excep- 
tion, simply on a question of malice. 

Mrs. Eddy's book, “‘science and Health,” 
was produced and witness was asked if 
it was not the Christian Science text- 
book. Witness said much of the Chris- 
tian Science belief was based on it. He 
did not know if there was any formu- 
lated belief in his church as to Mrs. 
Eddy’s relation to it, nor did he know 
if it was the belief of other Christian 
Scientists that the communications of 
Mrs. Eddy are inspired by God. 

Mrs. Woodbury sajd that she met Mrs. 
Eddy in 1879 in Boston. At that time ‘9 
had never heard of Christian Scienc- 

Subsequently she became a belie’ 1 
Mrs. Eddy, studied Christian Sciey 
her and was admitted to the 
Science Association, receiving 2 
cate from the college where Chr. 
Science is taught, signed by Mrs. Eddy 
as a doctor of Christian Scjence. This 
certificate was offerci in evidence. 

At Mrs. Eddy’s request witness made 
application to her in 18% for admission 
to the First Church of Christ and was 
directed to send her application direct 
to the church. In closing the letter con- 
veying the direction, Mrs. Edd-- used this 
exnression: 

‘Remember that malicious hypnotism is 
no excuse for sin.’’ 

Mrs. Woodbury was asked to define 
‘‘malicious hypnotism,’ but she was not 
allowed to answer.

Greater Cincinnati includes large, opulent 
and progressive communities south of 
the Ohio river. Thousands of sentucky s 
citizens, outside of these, are among our 
best regular customers and most frequent 
welcome visitors. 

It is in th» interests of Cincinnati and 
of the south that both should get day 
by dav closer to eaca other; closer com- 
mercially, closer soctally, closer educa- 
tionally. The holding of meetings in Cin- 
cinnati attended by representative south- 
erners should be encouraged and pro- 
moted. This is especiall-- true of com- 
mercial gatherings. Our mercantile bodies 
might profitably apnoint a select. ener- 
gelic committee to work on the develop- 
ment of Cincinnati’s trade and financial 
relations with thésouth. We should be 
able to show the south clearly what we 
have to offer for her’ benefit and enable | 
her, in return, to present inducements 
to our capitalists to invest in the flelds 
and flocks. in the mines and manufact- 
ures, of that land of marvelous opportuni- 
ties.

On the 
contrary, it is well calculated to stimu- 
late any unfriendly sentiment that may 
exist in any cougtry toward the Amer- ., 
ican people. 

It is well known that in the diplomatic 
service of other countries a cardinal 
principle is to look after the interests of 
one’s own government first, last and all 
the ‘time, not only™by keeping it well in- 
formed of all that’s going on, but also 
by remaining its true representative in 
spite of all blandishment and wheedling 
influence. This is a commendable princi- 
ple and -practice that Secretary Hay 
may well insist upon in our own service. 

We hope The Heraid will not stop 
with this, but will give specifications 
in its bill of complaint. It is not fair 
to our ambassadors and ministers 
abroad that imputations of this char- 
acter should be made reflecting upon 
the.entire corps, When the great ma- 
jority of its members are, we are sure, 
free from any taint of un-Americanism.

High tribute to American eich 
ority in the construction of engines 
and bridges is paid by Lord George 
Hamilton, the British secretary of 
state for India, in his reply to certain 
parliamentary inquiries. A brief ex- 
tract from this reply was given in the 
Associated Press cables. The fuller re- 
ports appearing in the special cables 
to the New York papers contain much 
that is interesting: 

: “Chemical rescarch; the concentrat'on of 
capital, thorough technical education and 
improved industrial organization have 
made in recent years a greater advance 
in‘America than here,” writes Lord 
George Hamilton, in reply to the recent 
complaint in the house of commons of 
Sir Alfred Hickman, formerly president 
of. the British Iron, Trade Association, 
because government contracts for loco- 
motives and bridges. had been given to 
American firms. ‘You seem to think that 
orders -have only gone abroad because 
those who gave them did not understand 
their business. I Wish it were so. The 
competition we have to face is founded 
on something much more formidable an 

more substantial. It is with the product 
of those combinations and not with the 
asstmed stupidity of the Indian officials 
that the British engineer has to contend. 
So far as I am concerned I can under- 
stand that preference. unless *he differ- 
ence in price, quality and delivery is 
very substantial, will always be given 
to British firms. May I not ask you, 48 
a leading member of tHe great steel 
industry of this country, to co-operate 
with me by impressing on your associates 
the necessity of meeting competition in 
the future; so as to insure that price 
and time of delivery will be on the side 
of British production?. No practical en- 
gineer who has visited American work- 
shops and inspected their methods of 
production and manufacture would for a 
moment indorse your assumptions. Their 
competition is dangerous because they 
are yearly improving their products, both 
in quality and price. It always has been 
the practice of the boards of managers 
of the Indian railroads to give prefer- 
ence in all their contracts to British 
manufacturers, and that policy has so 
prevailed that up to the great recent en- 
gineering strike no order for a railway 
locomotive was ever given outside of 
Great Britain. Since then, owing to the 
British workshops being blocked. with 
work, certain of the Indian railway 
boards found it necessary, as locomotives 
could not be obtained here, to place a 
flew limited orders in Americss I am 
ready to give all the available’ reports 
concerning working, consumption of fuel 
and load-drawing power of these locomo- 
tives. The earlier reports were unfavor- 
able, but when their working was better 
understood and alterations were made 
to suit the local fuel a marked improve- 
mept was noticed, so much so that one 
company wishes to obtain more engines 
of similar construction.”

Gohteih viaduct in Burmah, about 
which explanations were also asked, 
Lerd George Hamilton refutes the 
charge made by the late supervisor of 
the construction of the viaduct that 
the riveting was defective. This via- 
duct was built by an American firm. 
The secretary says that the charge is 
in no way supported by a searching 
inspection. The Burmah railway board, 
composed of the most competent rail- 
way experts, is satisfied, he says, that 
the bridge is sound and reliable. He

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CAN’A GOVERNOR REFUSE 


A SENATOR'S 


RESIGNATION? 


‘That Governor McSweeney, of South 
Carolina, has transcended his authority 
in refusing to accept the resignations of 
Senators Tillman and McLgurin, as 
charged by Senator Tillman, is beyond 
question,’”’ said Mr. Henry H. Smith, for- 
mer journal clerk of the house,to a Wash- 
ington Post representative, “and I make 
this assertfon unqualifiedly with the law 
and record of the unbroken practice of 
the senate in this regard before me. 
Governor McSweeney had no more au- 
thority to elither accept or reject such 
resignations than had the messenger at 
his door. Until recent years it. was ‘an 
ancient and well established principle of 
thelawof Hngland’ that a member of par- 
lament could not renounce the office by 
resigning his seat. Now a member may 
resign and a statute nrescribec the meth- 
od of resignation, and a similar statute 
exists apvlicable to the Canadian parlia- 
ment. 


“From the foundation of the govern- 
ment the right of a senator to resign his 
seat at any time ‘without let or hin- 
drance,’ or even assigning a single reason 
for such action, has never been question- 
ed, and there have been nearly two hun- 
dred resignations of senators. In one in- 
stance, Jesse Bledsoe, of Kentucky, in 
1815, the governor withheld the resigna- 
tion from publicity in the hope that Mr. 
Bledsoe might be induced, to reconsider 
his action, but no rovern6r has ever as- 
sumed or suggested even that he had 
anything whatever to do with it save to 
communicate such resignation to the leg- 
islature of his state and to the senate 
ef.the United States until Governor Mc- 
Sweeney’s remarkable performance. This 
question has been settled uniformly in 
state courts and by the senate itself, 
that body *eing under the constitution 
the sole arbiter of the question. 


* ‘In the Unitea States,’ says Paine in 
his valuable work. ‘Paine on Elections’ 
(section 238, p. 203), ‘it is quite generally 
held that a civil officer has the absolute 
right to resign, and that his resignation, 
when duly communicated to the proper 
officer or body, vacates the office without 
an acceptance of the resignation.’ (The 
cases of Leech vs. State, 78 Ind., 570; Peo- 
ple vs. Porter, 6 Cal., 26; United States 
vs. Wright, 1 Me.

It is as follows: ‘A written 
resignation, to take effect immediately 
or on a future day, when transmitted to, 
and received by, the officer or authority 
designated by law to receive it, cannot 
be withdrawn.’ (State vs. Hause, 43 Ind., 
106.) Did some able lawyer advise ex-Sen- 
ator McLaurin of this decision and thus 
enable him to ‘work’ Governor McSwee- 
ney to refuse to accept these resigna- 
tions? 

“I will cite an instance of senate prac- 
tice which ought to be accepted as con- 
clusive. On December 7, lovi, the fifty- 
second congress convened. After prayer

Baby Mindell, Intended, It Is Said, 
for the Museum, Is Sent by Re- 
corder Broyles to Grady 
Hospital—Father Is 


After a dramatic. and sensational trial 
yesterday afternoon Alien L. Mindell, 
- the man charged with starving his babe 
to make a museum midget of it, was 
heavily fined by the recorder and the 
probability is that he will serve a sen- 
tence in the chaingang. 

Mre. Mindell, who treated the court to 
@ seene of tears and violent supplica- 
tions, was allowed to go free, but the 
child was taken in charge by the court 
and ordered sent to the Grady hospital. 

Mrs, Mindell, during the trial of her- 
self and husband, wept so hysterically, 
gesticulated so wildly and spoke so dra- 
matically that Recorder/Broyles at one 
time interrupted her with the question: 

“Have you ever been on the stage?’’ 
She replied ‘“‘no,”’ and exclaimed: 
“Thank heaven, I have never been such 
as that!’’ 

The poor little mite of a babe wds in 
. court. Although fourteen months old, 
it was scarcely as large as a babe just 
born. It was thin to emaciation, and 
two large blue eyes looked up from. hol- 
low cheek bones as white as Parian mar- 
ble, Ite little legs and’arms were not 
as large as a mdn’s thumb. 

Some ten or twelve women appeared 
as witnesses,. and they told some ugly 
tales about the way Mindell had treated 
the child, two of the witnesses repeating 
statements which Mrs. Mindell had made 
about the father of the child wanting to 
starve it in order that it might be a 
midget for a museum. 

Mindell and his wife vehemently denied 
what the witnesses stated, the man going 
so far as to say that they were all per- 
jurers. The couple explained the case 
by stating. that the child was only ill 
and that they tendérly loved and cared 
for it. Mindell said it was the very 
idol of his heart. ' 

There wefe stories about Mindell tying 
the child's hands so it could not move 
them and tying rags over its mouth so it 
could not disturb him with its crying. 

Came Inte Court Weeping. 

As soon as the cases against the hus- 
band and wife were talled and they were 
brought into the courtroom ‘from differ- 
ent apartments, Mrs. Mindell broke into 
a violent fit of weeping. With the ema- 
ciated babe in her arms she sank into a 
chair and raising one hand toward the 
celling she exclaimed tragically: 

“JT call upon God to witness that it is 
not so; it is not so!” 

Mindell quickly took the child. and 
holding it tenderly in his arms, he kissed 
the pale, thin cheeks and then stooped 
and whispered comforting words to his 
weeping wife. 

The witnesses, all white women except 
one, were sworn, and as soon as the first 
began to speak Mrs. Mindell interrupted 
her with her sobbing. 

The witnesses told how the child’s 
hands were tied up and stated that Mrs. 
Mindell told them her husband did the 
tying to keep the babe from sucking its 
thumbs. 

“There ia no law against a baby suck- 
ing its thumbs,’’. remafked Recorder 
Broyles, “especially when it has nothing 
else to suck.”’ 

How tthe Child Was Treated. 

It was told by the witnesses, who 
were all near neighbors of the Mindel!s 
on Sunset avenue, that the courSe often 
left the child alone in a room for hours 
at atime. The child's bed, they stated, 
was a lot of old quilts in a corner of 
the room. Sometimes the child would 
ery and cry until it had to quit from 
exhaustion. During its illness it had 
nevér had a physician. 

One witness stated that she saw a 
blue bruise On the child’s face, and that 
Mrs,” Mindell told her that Mr. Mindell 
struck the child because it cried so much.

Discussed by the American Woman 
Suffrage Association. 


MACARTHUR IS CONDEMNED 


Object to General’s Treatment of 
Demi-Mondaines of Manila.

Minneapolis, June 4.—The state regula- 
tion of vice was one of the leading top- 
ics at this mornhing’s session of the N&a- 
tional American Woman's Suffrage Asso- 
clation. The telegram of the Philippine 
commission to Secretary Root on January 
17, 1901, reciting that the military authori- 
ties in Manila had for two years subjected 
women of bad character to “certified ex- 
amination’? and the course of General Mc- 
Arthur in defending such policy was 
made the occasion for the adoption of a 
set of resolutions earnestly protesting 
against ‘‘the Introduction pf the European 
system of state regulated: vice in the new 
possessions of the United States.” 

The reasons urged against such course 


were: 

“T> furnish bad women with official 
health certificates was contrary to good 
morals an@ would impress both soldiers 
and natives as officially sanctioning vice; 
it was unjust to subject vicious women 
to compulsory examination’ not applied to 
vicious men; official recognition of vice, 
while lowering the moral tone of the com- 
munity, is quite ineffective in protection 
of the public health as shown by expe- 
rience in Paris. where the system orig- 
inated, by its abandonment in England, 
Switzerland and other countries and its 
failure everywhere it has been tried.’’ 

The resolutions protested in the name 
of American womanhood against intro- 
ducing in our foreign dependencies a 
system that would not be tolerated at 
home. ,

HERRON WRITES LETTER 


Alleges She Was Out of Sympathy 
with His Work While, Miss 


Rand Aided Him—Claims 
He Is Inspired by 
God.

Des Moines, Iowa, June 4.—George D. 
Herron, former professor ,of Applied 
Christianity at Iowa college, at Grinnell, 
is no longer a Congregationalist. He was 
tried by a council of ministers and 
elders of the church, representing: eight 
organizations, sitting today, at Grinnell, 
on the charge of ‘‘conduct unbechigng a 


Christian and a gentleman.” 

The council decided that he charges 
were sustained, and voted unanimously to 
expel him from the church, 

Thirteen churches of the district were 
represented by twenty-six jurors, eight of 
whom were said to favor expulsion even 
before hearing the testimony. 

No defense was expected and evidence 
introduced in the Herrom divorce suit was 
expected to form most of the testimony. 
Considerable surprise was expressed, 
therefore, when it was announced that 
Dr. Herron had sent a letter in his own 
defense, dealing with his specific case 
and not with marriage .and divorce in 


general. ' 

The writer states that he was called on 
a@ divine mission as a sort of new prophet 
and that his wife did not give him her 
sympathy and appreciation;.so that the 
home atmosphere was uncongenial. He 
and his wife discussed the matter many 
times, he alleges. and finally agreed to 
separate, and he went away that the de- 
sertion plea might be acceptable in court. 

Case Against Herron. 

J. P. Lyman, of Grinnell, presented the 
case against Herron on behalf of the 
church committee. He read the letter 
sent to the twelve churches calling for 
the council and the invitation to Herron 
to participate and defend. Dr. Herfon 
declined, saying: ‘I am perfectly satis- 
fied that the hearing shall be ex parte.” 
Mr. Lyman said he did not present 
charges against Herron on his own mo- 
tion, but the church thought fit was its 
duy to investigate his -divorce proceed- 
ings and his relations to and treatment 
of wife and children in the light of the 
Christian ministry.

$0 ANDREW CARNEGIE SAN 


When the Per'l Comes He Says That 
Great Britain Will Ask United 
States for Aid, and Says 
That the Prayer Will 
Be Granted. 


London, June 4—‘Mark my words,” 
said Andrew Carnegie tonight to a repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press, “the 
time is coming when the continental pow- 
ers will combine to smash up this little 


island of Great Britain. When that hap- 


pens she will have to turn to the United 


States for help. 

“T feel certain it will not be refused. 
The United States will step in and say 
‘Don’t!’. They will act just as Great Brit- 
ain did in the Spanish-American war. 
What she did then was great, and it has 
not been half realized yet.”’ 

“TI believe in the community of the Eng- 
lish speaking races, by which I mean that 
England and the United States are now 
closer than ever. 

“IT know how deeply Interested King 
Edward is in the. United States. I have 
known this since the time years ago when 
I drove him on a locomotive in the United 
States, which, by the way, he did not 
forget when we met under different cOn- 
ditions. ‘ 

“The idea’ that the visit of our dele- 
gates te Windsor can ve in any way con- 
Strued as King Edward’s recognition of 
American commefcial superiority is all 
nonsense. The king is full of tact and of 
friendship for our country.” 

“Do you think,’ Mr. Carnegie was 
asked, ‘‘that British enterprise. can be 
sufficiently stimulated to meet American 
competition?’’ 

“Oh, they Ccas’t compete with us,” re- 
plied Mr. Carnegie, with a smile. 

“Would you advise the British to place 
their faith in combinations?’ said the 
interviewer. 

“I’m out of business,” responded Mr. 
Carnegie, ‘‘and I know nothing about 
com binations.’’ 

When questioned regarding his recent 
gift to the universities of Scotland, he 
said: 

“Everything will be settled shortly in a 
way satisfactory to both sides. The high 
Scotch officials and myself are still hav- 
ing conferences to arrange matters.” 

When asked if he contemplated further 
gifts, he replied in the negative. adding: 
“I have quite enough on my hands for 
the present. When this matter has been 
settled there will be time enough to 
think of something else.”

BOERS RUSHED BEAR GUARD. 


Lord Kitchener Tells of the Recent 
Bloody Battle. 

London, June 4.—Lord Kitchener, in a 
dispatch from Pretoria dated June 4th, 
says: 

“Dixon’s report of the fighting at Viak- 
fontein, forty miles from Johannesburg, 
May 29th, just received. On our side 1,- 
450 men th seven guns were eng ed. 
The force was returning to camp at Viak- 
fontein when the ehemy, under cover of 
a veldt fire, rushed the rear guard, con- 
sisting of two guns of the Twenty-eighth 
battery and men of the Derbyshires 
and Yeomanry. hey temporarily captur- 
ed the two guns. 

“When the remainder of the force came 
into action the Boers were driven off, the 
guns were recaptured and the Boer posi- 
tion was occupied. Our casualties were 
sjx officers and fifty-one men killed, six 
officers and 115 men wounded and one 
officer and séven men missing. One offi- 
cer and four men have since died of 
wounds. Forty-one Boers were killed on 
the ground. he further Boer casualties 
are not known. Re-enforcements are be- 
ing sent.’’

AGUINALDO ADVISES CAILLES. 


Sends Head Hunter Word To Yield 
to United States. 

Manila, June 4—Guevarra, adjutant to 
General Cailles, had a three hours’ inter- 
view with Aguinaldo today. He said that 
Cailles did not believe that Aguinaldo had 
been captured, and consequently issued 
a proclamation characterizing Aguinaldo’s 
address to the Filipino people as an 
American trick. Aguinaldo through Gue- 
varra advised’ Cailles to surrender im- 
mediately. After this interview Gereral 
‘Wade and General Sumner informed 
Guevarra that Cailles must notify them 
at Pagsajan not later than next Monday 
of his decision in the matter. The Amer- 
ican generals declined to guarantee that 
Cailles would not be prosecuted.

CORNER STONE TAKEN OUT 


Box Placed in Wall of Columbia 
Theater Is Removed.

After being acquitted yesterday of the 
charge of cheating and swindling, E. E. 
Williams, a white man, was again placed 
in jail on.a warrant from Rabun county 
charging him with- perjury in the Chubb 
Wall murder case, recently tried in that 
county. ! 

Williams will be sent to Rabun county 
‘and placed in jail until he is tried on 
the perjury charge. William Mehaffy, an 
ex-city detective, and G. W. Crusselle, 
another Atlanta man, are in jail in Rabun 
county on the same charge and in con- 
nection with the same case. 

Williams was in the Tower several 
months ago on ayother charge of cheat- 
ing and swind(:ng and it was while there 
that he became a witness in the Wall 
case. It was alleged that several pris- 
oners in the jail had heard another man 
confess that he committed the crime for 
which Wall was tq be tried. 

As a result of testifying in the case, 
Mehaffy, Crusselle and Williams were in- 
dicted for perjury by the grand jury of 
Rabun county. It was while waiting in 
jail to be tried on the second charge of 
cheating and swindling ti.at Williams was 
carried to Rabun to testify. 

Williams was tried before Judge A. E. 
Calhoun in the city criminal court yes- 
terday.- He was charged with beating a 
board bill at the boarding house of Mrs. 
william Rutley on Decatur street. It 
was claimed that he went to Mrs. Rut- 
ley’s house wearing a cap of the Atlanta 
Rapid Transit Company and represented 
himself to be an employee of that com- 
pany. He failed to pay his board bill 
and it is claimed that his representations 
were false. 

It seems that the jury was not con- 
vinced that Mrs. Rutley agreed to credit 
him on his representations, and at any 
rate a verdict of not guilty was returned. 
Williams has been in the Tower for 
about two months. The acquittal did not 
give him. liberty, but instead he was re- 
turned to jail to answer to a.more seri- 
ous charge.

CADET ROCAFORT’S ADDRESS 


Bright Young Spaniard Took Audi- 
ence by Storm’ with an Origi- 
nal Speech. 


A strikingly novel and unique feature 
of the Georgia Military college commence- 
ment, just closed at Milledgeville, was 
the speech of Cadet Blas Manuel Roca- 
fort, a young Spaniard from Havana, 


Cuba. : ; 

This bright young Spanish-American 
cadet astonished his audience with an 
original speech in the Spanish tongue. 
The audience seemed dazed at first, as if 
in doubt whether to cheer or to sit in 
silent “wonder and amaze;”’ but as the 
speaker proceeded everybody caught the 
spirit of the novel scene and people were 
soon leaning forward in their’ seats, 
open-mouthed, lest they should lose a 
single syllable of the soft and musical; 
though unwonted tongue. 

When he had concluded the Spanish 
version of the speech, young Rocafort 
said, a roguish twinkle dancing in his 
bright eyes, ‘‘Perhaps you did not catch 
my words fully. This is what I said.” 
And he proceeded to give the English 
version with strong expression and per- 
fect modulation of voice. The effect was 
instantaneous. With the first sentence 
the audience broke into laughter and 
cheering, which were kept up almost 
uninterruptedly throughout the delivery 
of the speech. 

Raising his hand high over, his head, 
young Rocafort closed with these words: 
‘‘Three cheers for qhe great American re- 
public, and three times three for Cuba 
Libre; and cheers multiplied an hundred 
fold for the Georgia Military college.’ 

The audience went wild with delight. 
No commencement exercises in the state 
were signalized with a speech from a stu- 
dent in two languages: Young Rocafort 
is one of the six Spaniards. who have 
been’taking a course in the Georgia Mili- 
tary college. He is one of the brightest 
boys in the battalion and is a universal 
favorite with teachers and students. 

Though, just thirteen years old, this 
spirited Cuban boy made the trip to Ha- 
vana, where he will spend his vacation, 
all alone. His father, himself a Spaniard, 
born and reared in Cuba,.is an employee 
in the auditor's office in Havana, and he 
is justly very proud of his promising boy.
